The said statute is not in 
conflict with any prescribed method, 
but however taken, is intended only to 
convey to every member the right to 
have recorded not only bis own, but 
the vote of every member upon every 
question decided by the councils, and 
may be demanded immediately 
after 


the declaration of the presiding officer 
upon any question taken. 


If further evidence is needed in sup- 


port of the above, it ia supposed by the 
faet, that while ordinances, by-laws and 
common usage demand both a mover 
and a seconder to make a nomination, i 
or being a nuestion before the councils 
or otker assembly, when that nomina- 
tion or question is decided, by any 
method they choose, the above statute 
requires only one member necessary, to 
demand-* public record thereof.

Should a ballot or «ny other method 


of taking the sense of an assembly upon

Apparently an excess in attire sprang up 
that had not been provided for in this act, 
for another one followed in the ensuing 
year, prohibiting the wearing of shoes with 
long, peaked toes.

Dur- 
ing the period of instruction these in- 
structors take the lion's share of their pu- 
pils' efforts. Many of these old instract- 
ors have acquired such a reputation that 
they are literally run nfttr by eager pupils. 
Some of these pedagogues go so far as to 
carry on regular schools, in which instruc- 
tion is given in the most systematic man- 
ner. In these schools children under 5 
years of age are taught how to set to work 
to beg with the greatest chance, of success, 
and they often profit to such an extent 
from their lessons that it is no uncommon 
thing for a child of this age to support a 
whole family by his begging appeals. 


Until they are 10 or 12 years of age chil- 


dren are allowed only to beg. On reach- 
ing this age they begin a careful course in 
thieving as a fine art. 
If. however, they 


evince no talent at their work, then they 
must continue begging until their fif- 
teenth year. Such cases are exceptions, 
and the little vagabonds soon become ex- 
pert thieves. Carrying their beggar's sack 
aud armed with a long stick which has 
been well smeared with bird lime, they 
sneak into the premises of well to do peo- 
ple. So soon as they think they arc un- 
observed they steal cautiously to the win- 
dow;; and try to abstract any small article 
that happens to lie within reach of their 
stick. After two or three years at this 
work tho youthful thieves are advanced to 
the task of rifling the well filled pockets 
of a stranger. 
Thus they proceed gradu- 


ally from the position of beggar to that of 
a skilled pickpocket. However, in Japan 
the terms arc synonymous, for there is 
scarcely any difference between the beg- 
gars and the thieves. 


Iti Japan, aif elsewhere, thcro is honor 


among thioves, and the entire "thieve*1 
colony" in the capital of Japan is govern- 
ed by rules that arc rigorously enforced. 
Their "codex,'! or bodj' of rules, prescribes 
that the youngest beggars and thieves 
shall retain 10 per cent of their "earnings," 
pickpockets of the second class retain irom 
30 to 40 per cent, while the most skillful 
thieves keep from 50 to 60 per cent of their 
•'earnings." The greater part of what then 
remains is employed in keeping the 
"thieves' academics" in efficient working 
order.—London Globe.

ery TO mmcrsity thatwe sew with our eye;-, 
hear with our cars and feel with the fin- 
gers. This is the truth, bnt not tho whole 
truth. Indispensable as are the sense or- 
gans in gaining in acquaintance with the 
world in which we live, yet they alone do 
not determine, how extensive or how ac- 
curate that acquaintance shall bo. There 
is a mind behind tho eye and the ear and 
the finger tips which guides them in gath- 
ering information and gives value and or- 
der to the exercise, of the senses. This is 
particularly true of vision, the most intel- 
lectual of all the senses, the one in which 
more acuteness of the sense organ counts 
least and the training in observation counts 
most. The eagle's eye sees farther, but 
our eyes tell us much more of what is seen. 


The eye i^ often compared to si photo- 


graphic camera, with its eyelid cap. its iris 
shutter, its lens and ith sensitive plate— 
the retina. When properly adjusted for 
distance and liijht. the. image is formed on 
the retina as on the glabs plate, and tho 
picture is taken. So far tho comparison is 
helpful. But while the camera takes a pic- 
ture whenever nnd wherever the plate 
happens to bo exposed tl.\- complete act. of 
seeing requires some co-operation on the 
part of the mind. 


The retina may lie exposed n thousand 


times and take but few pictures, or per- 
haps it is better to pay-that the pictures 
may be taken, hut remain undeveloped 
and evanescent

in the photographer's shop, in the pigeon i 
holes of our mcntnl storerooms—some fail- | 
cd nnd blurred, some poorly arranged or 
mislaid, some often referred to niul fresh 
prints made therefrom, and some quite 
neglected.—Professor Joseph Jastrow in 
Popular Science Monthly.

Probably few persons outside statistical 


circles »re aware of the fact that tho Jews 
arc considerably longer lived than any 
other nivilizcd nice. 


Of 100,000 Hebrews born on tho same 


day thero will bo 50,084 males and 40,316 
families. 
At tho end of tho first year tho 


100,000 Jewish infants will have estab- 
lished in a most remarkable way their su- 
periority in point of vitality, for only 
8,01)1 will have died, as compared with 
11,193 in tho English experience and 10,- 
701) Americans. 


Striking as this difference is, it will bo 


found 
to 
bo practically maintained 


throughout tho later stages of life. At thu 
end of live years only lo,S-l4 Jewish chil- 
dren out of tho 100,000 will have diod, 
while out of n similar number of English 
children "1,07D will have joined the great 
majority, and America will still keep her 
bad pro-ominenco with 36,912 angels. 


Making a leap to middle ago, tho deaths 


at 50 years of age will have been 20,51 <J 
.lews, as compared with 49,079 English, 
and at ngo 05 tho mortality returns will 
Htikml at 97,442 and 66,110 respectively.

OU?ER WAY IN WHICH THE GREEN 


GOODS GAME ORIGINATED. 


AN INDIAN MURDERER'S FATS, 
j PECULIAR CUSTOMS. 


The Cue "W«» Give* to the Crook* 


!•>- • Trick Which an lasocent 
Han, Who W«» Svsperted of Co«n- 
1*rfeitl»v, Played on the Police. 


"Did you ever hear how the greeo 


goods game originated? But of course 
you did cot, for not over a half dozen 
men ever knew," said an old time sport. 
•'The beginning of the game was due to 
accident and tbe freak of a man on a 
»pre*. Once originated, however, it was 
the most remarkable swindle in criminal 
annals. For a long time there was no 
law against it, for of course there was no 
attempt at counterfciting. 


"Along about 1S72 down on Houston 


«reer, east of Broadway. Matt Grace, a 
professional wrestler and leader of a 
tough crowd, ran a saloon, a dingy, cheer- 
less place, with sawdust on the floor an 
inch thick, one of the kind consistent 
with the neighborhood, which was then 
known as Murderers' row. 
It was the 


center of crime of this great city. Bar- 
ney McGuire, whose photograph is in the 
rogues' gallery, was then at the head of 
a lot of swindling games. He used to 
hang out at Grace's place. Another of 
the jrang was Big Red, a pugilist, but a 
good naturcd sort of a fellow, burly nnd 
bluff. They ran things in their neighbor- 
hood, and many a countryman was run 
into the place, passed his good coin over 
the bar and woke up in the morning with 
a 
pocketful of counterfeits. 
Grace's 


wasn't the only place of the kind either, 
and the secret service men had their eyes 
on the row and knew all the men in the 
Ran.ars. 
But knowing and proving are 


two different things, and the secret serv- 
ice oflicers were constantly engaged in 
trying to secure evidence against the 
men. 


''Living in that neighborhood was Joe 


Henuessy. who was then. ,boss of the 
Plasterers' union and was given to occa- 
sional jags, wheu'he would frequent Matt 
Grace's piace, although he was a thor- 
oughly honest man and when sober kept 
awny from the crooks who used to fre- 
quent Murderers' row.

Colonel "VThitley's plan was put into exe- 
cution at the time when Henncssy was 
enjoying one of his infrequent jugs in 
Matt's place, nnd he was the one whom 
the disguised detective first saw when he 
entered and whom he took up with, as 
he could do easily enough, for Joe was in 
his usual good humor. 


"They had a few drink?, and by and 


l»y the pppudo farmer said to Joe, Til 
give yon $2 if you'll get mo $100 in coun- 
terfeit.* Joe was mad at first to lip tak- 
en for one who would deal in fairy nvm- 
ty. hut after a littlp thought br derided 
l<> have a joke on Ihe supposed farmer. 


"So he said: 'All ri^ht. 
1 can't pet it 


tonight, but you meet tu# here tomorrow 
mwuiug. 
I'll have it ready for you.' 


Then they sepurated, the farmer g(>in~ 
out. 
Joe tolil the pang what had hap- 


pened .ind invited them all to be on lianu 
when he fooled the guy, Thon be won1 
to work to prepare to fool him. 
, "Heiitiessy got two $1 bilis and a lot 
of paper as near to the texture of hank 
\jote paper as lie could, cut it into sheets 
the exact size of a Jfl bill, bound 98 of 
them together with a dollar bill on the 
bottom and another on the top. He stain- 
ed the edges of the bundle with greeu ink 
and was ready. 


"The supposed farmer got around at 


the appointed time, and all of the g:ms 
were on hand when he came in. He soon 
got away in a corner at a table with 
Hennessy and asked him if he had the 
fairy money with him. 'Yes,' said Joe, 
'hut all these fellows are sort of looking 
nt us, so I'll have to pass it to you under 
the table. 
Where's your $2?' 
The $2 


was pushed to him over the top of tlie 
table, and Joe passed ,the supposed coun- 
terfeit money under it. 
The detective 


looked at the package, saw the top bill, 
jumped up and, pulling off his disguise, 
arrested Joe.
